The  Ninety-Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Toronto  House  of  Industry 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  31st,  1936 

The  99th  Annual  Meeting-  of  the  Toronto  House  of  Industry  was  held 
in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  Institution  on  Wednesday,  April  29th,  1936, 
at  4  o’clock. 

Mr.  Charles  T.  Stark,  the  President,  occupied  the  Chair.  The  meeting 
was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  H.  A.  Bracken,  after  which  Con.  Robbins 
in  the  absence  of  his  Worship  the  Mayor  Samuel  McBride,  took  the 
Chair  and  delivered  the  following  address: 

Mr.  Stark,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

His  Worship,  the  Mayor  is  not  able  to  be  here  to-day,  but  being  a 
friend  of  this  institution  and  the  notice  was  there,  so  I  am  here  as  his 
representative. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  and  your  institution  for  the  good  work  you 
always  have  done.  I  always  admire  the  way  your  work  is  carried  on. 

Our  relief  has  gotten  to  be  a  tremendous  amount.  Last  year  our 
relief  altogether,  consisting  of  City  of  Toronto  and  voluntary,  amount¬ 
ing  to  $12,665,000.00;  the  voluntary  was  nearly  $10,000.00,  it  averaged 
out  to  about  $100.00  per  person  per  year.  That  is:  for  one  person 
$100.00;  four  persons,  $400.00,  five  persons  $500.00;  six  persons,  $600.00 
and  so  on.  The  larger  the  family  grew  the  more  money  they  got  until 
some  217  cases  were  getting  nearly  $100.00  a  month.  I  have  a  recollec¬ 
tion  of  one  family  on  record  with  ten  children  taking  hospitalization  and 
everything  they  were  getting  $98.75  per  month.  There  are  about  217 
of  these  cases. 

To-day  we  have  before  us  fourteen  By-laws,  all  of  them  for  relief 
work  done  or  for  unemployment  and  Welfare  purposes,  and  they  were 
put  before  the  Council  on  Monday,  amounting  to  $6,397,000.00.  If  this 
is  granted  and  application  is  made  for  increases  in  the  hostels  and  other 
places  you  can  see  it  is  a  just  problem. 

However,  you  have  been  doing  your  work  here  exceptionally  well 
and  we  wish  to  thank  you  and  hope  you  will  carry  on  the  same  as  you 
have  been  the  past  years. 

The  following  reports  were  presented  to  the  meeting: 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

1935-1936 

On  this,  the  99th  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  this  House,  it  is 
with  sincere  satisfaction  that  the  Trustees  and  Managers  of  the  Toronto 
House  of  Industry,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  their  Act  of 
Incorporation,  have  much  pleasure  in  placing  the  following  report  of  the 
Working  Management  and  general  statement  of  the  Institution  for  the 
year  1935-1936. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known  that  the  House  of  Industry  was  the 
only  institution  in  this  City  for  the  relief  of  the  general  poor  from  1837 
to  1932.  when  the  distribution  of  Unemployment  Relief  was  taken  over 
by  the  City  of  Toronto. 

All  branches  of  the  Christian  Church  are  represented  on  the  Board, 
by  whom  the  City  is  so  faithfully  served. 

Many  Members  and  Ex-Members  of  the  City  Council  give  of  their 
time  and  experience  to  the  efficient  management  of  this  House  in  caring 
for  the  poor  and  unfortunate. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  continued  financial  and  sympathetic 
assistance  of  His  Worship,  the  Mayor,  and  other  officials  and  citizens. 

Our  activities  are  directed  to: 

1.  Inmates — The  work  carried  on  in  this  House  is  of  much  import¬ 
ance,  where  many  destitute  and  homeless  aged  men  and  women  are 
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cared  for  and  kept  in  comfortable  quarters,  that  they  may  spend  the 
remainder  of  their  days  in  comfort. 

2.  The  Distribution  of  Outdoor  Relief  to  distressed  families  for  all 
reasons  other  than  unemployment. 

3.  Homeless  men  sheltered  in  Wayfarers’  Lodge. 

The  spiritual  welfare  of  the  residents  is  well  looked  after,  weekly 
church  services  being  held.  Several  Missions  also  have  weekly  services 
throughout  the  year. 

Numerous  concerts  and  suppers  have  been  provided  by  kind  friends, 
choirs  and  other  organizations,  which  contribute  towards  brightening 
the  lives  of  the  residents. 

We  have  to  record  with  deep  regret  the  great  loss  sustained  by  this 
House  in  the  removal  by  death  of  Mr.  W.  P.  Hubbard  and  Rev.  Thomas 
H.  Rogers. 

Mr.  W.  P.  Hubbard  was  a  valued  Member,  serving  as  Manager  and 
Trustee  from  1895  to  1935,  and  for  many  years  was  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  He  was  always  present  at  our  meetings  and  his 
judgment  in  all  cases  was  so  reliable  and  dependable  that  his  death  has 
caused  an  irreparable  loss. 

Rev.  Thomas  H.  Rogers  was  a  fine  type  of  the  Christian  Minister 
and  was  also  endowed  with  business  acumen  of  a  high  order.  He  served 
for  many  years  as  a  volunteer  visitor  to  the  poor  and  a  Manager  and 
Trustee  from  1919  to  1935,  acting  Honorary  Secretary  to  the  Board 
from  1930  to  1935.  As  a  Member  of  this  House  he  was  attentive  to  duty 
and  displayed  sympathetic  interest  in  every  department  of  our  work. 
We  deplore  his  death. 

The  Board  of  Managers  sincerely  appreciate  the  splendid  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  all  classes  of  workers  and  associations  and  earnestly  ask  for 
further  interest  and  help  on  the  part  of  all  citizens  generally  in  carry¬ 
ing  on  this  most  necessary  and  deserving  work. 

The  following  is  a  report  received  from  the  Grand  Jury  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Ontario: — 

HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY 

“It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  original  part  of  this  building  is 
practically  100  years  old. 

We  found  the  corridors,  dormitories,  living-room,  store-room,  kitchen, 
laundry,  etc.,  to  have  received  excellent  care  and  attention. 

The  permanent  residents,  or  guests,  are  apparently  receiving  very 
kind  and  sincere  treatment.  An  air  of  solicitude  and  respect  towards 
the  aged  permeates  the  place.  There  seems  to  be  a  general  feeling  of 
contentment  and  appreciation  about  the  Institution. 

The  kitchens  are  clean.  The  food  is  ample  and  of  good  quality. 

Sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactory.  Fire  equipment  and  fire 
escapes  are  in  good  order. 

The  department  for  transients  has  showers,  fumigating  plant,  com¬ 
fortable  sleeping  quarters  with  excellent  ventilation. 

The  sun-room  which  was  added  last  April  will  undoubtedly  be  a 
wonderful  boon  to  permanent  residents  throughout  the  winter. 

I  believe  this  is  the  first  time  the  members  of  this  particular  Grand 
Jury  visited  the  Home  and  I  am  sure  I  am  putting  it  mildly  when  I  say 
that  they  were  agreeably  surprised.” 

To  quote  Phillips  Brooks — 

“To  work,  to  help  and  be  helped; 

To  learn  sympathy  through  suffering;

REPORT  OF  THE  CASUAL  WARD 
1935-1936 


Modern  life  has  no  more  tragic  figure  than  the  gaunt  hungry 
labourer  wandering  about  the  crowded  centres  of  industry  and  wealth 
begging  in  vain  for  permission  to  share  in  that  industry,  asking  in  re¬ 
turn,  not  the  comforts  and  luxuries  of  life,  but  simply  food  and  shelter 
for  himself. 

The  people  who  are  assisted  in  the  Casual  Ward  are  of  two  classes — 
those  who  claim  the  City  as  their  place  of  residence  and  those  from  other 
Municipalities. 

Casuals  are  admitted  only  upon  presentation  of  a  card  issued  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  stating  the  number  of  meals  and 
nights’  shelter  required.  On  the  request  of  the  Department,  Casuals 
were  admitted  for  the  first  time  at  any  hour  during  the  night,  and 
instructed  to  register  at  the  Civic  Unemployment  Bureau  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  this  relieving  the  police  from  the  necessity  of  taking  care  of  this 
class. 

The  meals  are  the  same  as  those  served  in  other  hostels  throughout 
the  City. 

Upon  admission  to  the  Wayfarers’  Lodge,  each  Casual  must  take  a 
warm  bath  and  is  provided  with  a  night  robe  and  comfortable  bed,  and 
all  are  expected  to  perform  a  work  test. 

HOMELESS  POOR  OF  TORONTO 


The  number  of  Toronto  citizens  who  found  shelter  at  the  Wayfarers’ 
Lodge  during  the  year  April,  1935,  to  April,  1936,  was  3,216. 

The  Toronto  Homeless  poor  were  cared  for  continuously,  where 
necessary,  during  the  winter  months.  The  number  sheltered  for  the 
three  consecutive  years  was  2,391,  2,316  and  3,216. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  was  184,252. 

The  total  number  of  nights  for  this  class  of  persons  was  47,945,  an 
average  of  15  nights  for  each  person  for  the  year  or  80%  of  the  total. 

POOR  FROM  OTHER  MUNICIPALITIES 


The  number  of  men  who  came  from  outside  the  City  and  found 
shelter  in  the  Lodge  was  3,348.  Total  number  for  the  three  consecutive 
years  being  2,349,  3,009  and  3,348. 

The  total  number  of  nights  to  this  class  was  11,642,  or  an  average 
of  3  nights  for  each  person  in  the  year  or  20%  of  the  total  nights. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  was  51,010. 

Therefore  the  total  number  of  men  sheltered  in  the  Wayfarers’ 
Lodge  last  year,  homeless  poor  of  Toronto  and  poor  from  other  munici¬ 
palities,  was  6,564,  the  number  for  the  three  consecutive  years  being 
4,738,  5,325  and  6,564. 

Hence  the  total  number  of  persons  sheltered  during  the  year  was 
6,564  and  the  total  number  of  nights  was  59,587. 

The  cost  of  the  Lodge  for  the  year  was  $14,768.24. 

For  the  three  consecutive  years,  the  cost  was  $18,763.68,  $13,433.36 


and  $14,768.24. 

Eight  hundred  and  thirty-two  returned  single  young  men  were  shel¬ 
tered  in  the  Lodge  during  the  year  5,537  nights. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  Casuals,  including  those  who 
slept  in  the  Ward  and  those  who  came  in  for  meals  only,  was  235,262. 

The  average  number  of  Casuals  in  the  building  during  the  three 
winter  months  (January,  February  and  March),  was  645. 

The  Casuals  came  from  coast  to  coast. 

We  wish  to  record  our  sincere  appreciation  of  the  hearty  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  Chief  Draper  and  his  staff,  also  the  staff  of  'the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare. 

All  those  who  have  had  the  management  of  the  Lodge  have  given 
faithful  and  satisfactory  service.

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OUTDOOR  RELIEF  REPORT 

1935-1936 

“He  that  would  be  happy,  let  him  remember  that  there  is  but  one 
way — It  is  more  blessed,  it  is  more  happy,  to  give  than  to  receive.”

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Outdoor  Relief  Committee  for  the 
past  year,  April,  1935,  to  April,  1936,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  note  on 
August  2nd,  1851,  an  Act  was  passed  incorporating  the  House  of  Indus¬ 
try  of  Toronto,  the  object  and  purpose  of  which  was  to  provide  for  the 
destitute  poor  of  the  said  City. 

From  that  time  and  in  fact  previous  to  that  date,  as  this  is  the 
99th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  House  of  Industry,  this  Institution  has  car¬ 
ried  on  the  work  as  set  forth  in  the  Act  of  Incorporation  of  ministering 
to  the  needs  of  the  poor  and  unfortunate  of  our  City. 

While  the  House  is  proud  of  its  long  record  of  past  years,  it  lives 
in  the  present,  and  its  face  is  turned  to  the  future  with  the  hope  of  still 
greater  usefulness. 

The  work  of  this  Department  consists  of  assistance  given  to  families 
in  their  homes.  While  care  is  taken  to  protect  the  House  against  impo¬ 
sition  and  fraud,  every  known  case  of  need  receives  careful  consideration 
and  sympathetic  treatment  at  its  hands. 

We  have  never  approved  of  undue  publicity  in  carrying  on  our  re¬ 
lief  work  and  endeavor  to  treat  all  applications  and  reports  of  our  visi¬ 
tors  as  confidential,  so  that  those  whom  misfortune  has  compelled  to 
ask  for  assistance  may  accept  it  without  the  loss  of  their  self-respect. 

All  applications  made  for  relief,  personally  or  by  anyone  interested 
in  a  case,  receive  prompt  and  immediate  attention,  assistance  being 
given  without  delay  and  investigation  made  by  our  visitor.  In  case  of 
sickness  and  great  destitution  food  and  fuel  are  delivered  within  an  hour 
or  two  after  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent  has  been  drawn  to  the 
case. 

All  deliveries  of  supplies  are  made  by  truck,  no  parcel  having  any 
distinguishing  mark  upon  it. 

The  purchase  of  supplies  at  wholesale  and  manufacturers’  prices 
enables  the  House  to  effect  a  large  saving  in  all  departments,  but  mosi; 
particularly  in  connection  with  Outdoor  Relief. 

During  the  past  year  special  diets  for  diabetics  and  other  diseases 
requiring  extra  nourishment  have  been  supplied  upon  written  order  from 
the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

All  families  receive  upon  application  for  relief  a  cook  book  contain¬ 
ing  receipts  made  solely  from  House  of  Industries  supplies.  This  was 
much  appreciated. 

Many  letters  and  telephone  calls  have  been  received  from  applicants 
expressing  their  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  assistance  required. 

The  following  statement  of  families  assisted,  with  cost  of  supplies 
for  the  past  few  years,  may  be  of  interest: —

Sickness  in  the  homes  was  the  cause  for  assistance  in  227  cases. 
146  families  were  assisted  for  the  first  time. 

The  cost  of  Outdoor  Relief  for  the  year  was  $88,137.03,  an  average 
cost  of  $83.78  per  family. 
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The  number  of  calls  made  upon  applicants  for  relief  and  office  inter¬ 
views  were  8,955. 

17,787  parcels  were  delivered  to  the  homes  of  applicants  who 
through  illness,  etc.,  were  unable  to  call. 

The  entire  cost,  salaries  and  overhead  expenses,  was  $3,513.94,  or 
3.98%  of  all  monies  expended. 

The  two  motor  cars  have  been  going  at  full  capacity  to  cope  with 
the  regular  work  and  emergency  cases,  enabling  us  to  give  assistance 
in  all  cases  requiring  immediate  attention  and  to  do  so  the  same  day 
application  is  made,  as  well  as  permitting  our  visitors  to  report  upon  a 
greater  number  of  cases  daily. 

It  affords  us  pleasure  to  once  again  report  the  splendid  co-operation 
of  the  Medfcal  Health  Department,  Treasury  Department,  Neighborhood 
Workers’  Association,  Toronto  Hospitals,  Canadian  National  Institute 
for  the  Blind,  Children’s  Aid  Society,  Visiting  Housekeepers’  Association, 
Catholic  Welfare  and  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  and  other  agencies 
engaged  in  relief  and  social  work  in  the  city. 

Close  contact  with  other  organizations  interested  in  Welfare  work 
is  maintained  to  prevent  duplication,  and  the  staff  were  in  conference 
with  the  following  agencies  in  conducting  investigations: —

During  the  year  20,619  grocery  orders  were  distributed,  made  up 
of  453,618  packages. 

There  were  also  delivered  to  the  homes  of  applicants:  362,865  pints 
of  milk;  106,248  loaves  of  bread  (iy2  lb.  loaves);  and  1,256  tons  of  coal.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY,  TORONTO 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  MARCH,  1936 

As  we  close  our  year  there  are  160  Inmates  in  the  House,  106  men 
and  54  women. 

All  are  aged  people  who  suffer  from  the  infirmities  of  the  closing 
years  of  life,  and  are  not  able  to  stand  the  wear  and  tear  of  responsi¬ 
bility. 

A  number  are  in  receipt  of  pensions  from  the  Government,  which 
has  brought  them  to  a  mental  attitude  which  is  happier  than  in  the  days 
prior  to  such  assistance. 

There  is  a  general  spirit  of  good  fellowship  in  the  House,  and  the 
Inmates  make  good  use  of  the  sun  parlours  provided. 

Ten  have  been  transferred  to  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  for 
treatment  necessary  to  their  care,  and  we  have  received  eleven  from  the 
hospital. 

Five  men  and  four  women  have  died.  Death  has  usually  been  due 
to  cardio-vascular  disease. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  three  patients  in  the  men’s  infirmary 
and  none  in  the  women’s,  which  speaks  well  for  the  general  care  and 
supervision  of  the  lives  of  the  Inmates. 

Our  oldest  inmate  is  95  years  of  age.

CHAIRMAN’S  REPORT 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

As  you  have  already  heard,  we  have  just  completed  our  ninety- 
ninth  year  of  services  to  those  of  our  people  who  are  in  need  of  assist¬ 
ance.  We  are  the  only  charitable  institution  with  a  record  for  this 
length  of  service  in  Canada  working  continuously  under  our  original 
charter  and  are  naturally  somewhat  proud  of  this  fact.  Also,  as  an  evi¬ 
dence  that  the  work  has  been  appreciated,  I  should  like  to  read  one  or 
two  letters  received  from  the  recipients.  A  great  number  also  have 
called  in  person  to  voice  their  thanks,  not  only  for  food  supplied,  bur. 
also  for  sympathy  rendered  in  several  ways.  There  are  many  who  go, 
away  from  this  House  feeling  comforted  because  they  have  been  able  to 
talk  over  their  troubles  and  have  received  a  sympathetic  hearing  and 
words  of  encouragement,  which  has  helped  to  make  their  burdens  some¬ 
what  lighter. 

Our  work  is  three-fold — (1)  The  single  unemployed  men  who  come 
to  us  for  meals  and  a  night’s  lodging.  We  can  accommodate  250  men 
and  about  this  number  sleep  on  the  premises  every  night.  Three  meals 
were  served  to  them  every  day  and  235,262  meals  were  served  last  year 
at  an  average  cost  of  5  cents  per  meal.  Before  they  leave  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  the  men  make  up  the  beds,  scrub  out  their  quarters  and  by  9.00-9.30 
the  place  is  clean  and  tidy,  free  from  any  odor,  and  open  for  inspection. 
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(2)  We  have  700  families  throughout  the  City  that  we  care  for. 
These  include  aged  and  unemployable  people  and  families  where  there 
is  sickness.  Supplies  are  delivered  to  these  at  regular  intervals. 

(3)  Then  we  have  160  aged  people  in  residence,  106  men  and  54 
women — 23  at  70  and  over,  6  at  75  and  over,  4  at  80  and  over,  5  at  85 
and  over,  3  at  90  and  over  and  1  at  95  years  of  age.  They  enjoy'  fairly 
good  health.  The  sun-room  that  was  opened  last  year  has  been  a  boon 
to  them.  They  are  now  planning  and  looking  forward  to  their  summer 
outing  which  we  hold  for  them  every  year  in  July. 

A  number  of  articles  are  made  on  the  premises,  such  as, — mat¬ 
tresses,  towels,  sheets,  curtains,  fern-stands,  book-shelves,  etc.,  and  they 
are  all  made  by  the  inmates  at  the  House. 

Mrs.  Laughlen  conceived  the  idea  that  the  bunting  used  for  decor¬ 
ating  purposes  at  the  time  of  the  King’s  death,  could  be  put  to  good 
advantage  and  was  able  to  secure  quite  a  large  quantity,  which  was 
made  into  aprons  and  some  dresses  for  the  inmates. 

Another  evidence  of  the  resourcefulness  of  Mrs.  Laughlen  is  shown 
in  the  fact  that  we  are  able  to  secure  a  large  quantity  of  the  smaller 
potatoes,  parsnips  and  apples,  without  charge,  in  return  for  work  done 
on  a  farm  by  the  men  culling  and  grading  these  vegetables  for  the 
farmer.  Then  also  she  has  been  able  to  secure  from  one  of  the  large 
stores  a  considerable  quantity  of  the  outer  stalks  of  celery,  which  she 
uses  for  good  nourishing  soup  for  the  inmates  and  which  they  seem  to 
enjoy  very  much. 

Mrs.  Laughlen  also  has  an  arrangement  with  a  farmer  to  collect 
waste  and  in  return  four  little  porkers  will  find  their  way  to  the  tables. 
This  is  just  one  of  the  many  evidences  of  the  efficient  way  in  which 
Mrs.  Laughlen  and  her  able  assistant.  Miss  Sherrin,  are  carrying  on  the 
work  of  this  House,  always  considering  the  welfare  and  health  of  ail 
those  committed  to  their  care,  an  average  of  400  nightly  under  our  roof 
for  which  they  have  the  responsibility. 

I  wish  to  express  not  only  the  Board’s  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Laughlen 
and  Miss  Sherrin  for  their  work,  but  to  add  my  own  personal  word  of 
appreciation  of  their  faithful  services. 

The  total  amount  of  money  expended  in  all  departments  during  the 
year  was  $125,760,  and  the  total  cost  of  salaries'  and  all  overhead  ex¬ 
pense  in  connection  with  the  running  of  the  three  departments  was 
$12,539.51,  or  10%  of  total  money  expended. 

REPORT  OF  WOMEN’S  COMMITTEE 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  the  report  of  the  Women’s 
Committee  on  the  House  of  Industry. 

The  House  is  now  in  the  ninety-ninth  year  of  its  existence  and 
nearly  ninety  years  in  the  one  building,  and  has  to  be  congratulated 
upon  the  good  work  it  has  done  in  dealing  with  a  very  diificult  situation. 
At  the  present  time  it  cares  for  160,  who  are  residents.  During  the 
year  five  men  and  four  women  were  laid  to  rest.  The  health  of  the 
Inmates  has  been  remarkably  good,  no  doubt  owing  to  the  excellent  care 
given  them  by  Mrs.  Laughlen,  and  also  to  the  kind  attention  of  Dr. 
Copp. 

Four  religious  services  are  held  during  the  week,  showing  their 
souls  as  well  as  their  bodies  are  cared  for.  Many  suppers,  concerts  and 
entertainments  have  been  given  by  interested  friends  and  different  or¬ 
ganizations.  All  these  activities  enable  the  Home  to  supply  a  real  home 
to  our  old  people. 

The  Annual  Picnic  was  held  in  July  in  Exhibition  Park.  All  parti¬ 
cipants  were  given  a  drive  on  the  Lake  Shore.  Races  and  competitions 
of  various  kinds  were  also  held,  at  which  prizes  and  favours  were  given. 
A  comedian  with  his  band  entertained  to  the  delight  of  everyone,  after 
which  high  tea  was  served  which  proved  to  be  a  real  feast  of  good 
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things.  Later  all  were  conveyed  home  by  motor  bus  well  satisfied  with 
their  outing.  In  December  an  entertainment  which  included  a  very  beau¬ 
tiful  Christmas  tree  was  given,  all  inmates  receiving  gifts  from  their 
ever  welcome  Santa  Claus,  who  as  usual  came  dancing  in  ringing  his 
silver  bells  and  in  his  jolly  way  singing  “Jingle  Bells”,  the  whole  audi¬ 
ence  joining  him.  Afterwards  he  presented  to  the  150  inmates  a  well 
filled  Christmas  stocking. 

During  the  evening  one  of  the  women  sang  unaccompanied  “Kath¬ 
leen  Mavourneen”  most  acceptably. 

Refreshments  were  served  later  to  the  inmates  and  also  to  the 
guests  by  courtesy  of  Mrs.  Laughlen. 

If  you  have  time  this  afternoon,  do  visit  the  sun-room;  you  will 
find  it  well  worth  while,  with  its  many  ^^omforts. 

Among  the  work  done  during  the  year  were  lamp  stands  and  shades, 
towels,  sheets  and  curtains. 

May  we  once  again  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  Mrs.  Laughlen 
and  also  to  her  most  efficient  assistant  Miss  Sherrin  for  kindness  shown 
us  during  the  year. 

In  closing  we  also  wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  uniform 
courtesy  received  from  the  Trustees  of  the  House.  Their  constant 
attention  to  the  work  of  the  House  very  largely  contributes  to  its  suc¬ 
cess.  The  Committee  would  also  express  thanks  to  those  who  have 
helped  to  brighten  the  lives  of  our  old  people.

Dear  Sirs: — 

I  have  to  report  that  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  House 
of  Industry  Board,  and  on  the  instructions  contained  in  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control  which  was  held  on  the  30th  May, 
1923,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  House  of 
Industry  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1936. 

I  am  attaching  to  this  report  the  following  statements: — 

Balance  Sheet  as  at  31st  March,  1936. 

Revenue  and  Expenditure  Account  for  the  year  ended  31st  March, 
1936. 

Particulars  of  the  Expenditures  for  Supplies  and  Expenses.

Accounts  Receivable. 

The  Revenue  and  Expenditure  Account  for  the  year  ended  31st 
March,  1936,  has  been  grouped  into  three  parts:  No.  1  being  the  Revenue 
and  Expenditure  on  Capital  Account,  No.  2  being  the  Revenue  and  Ex¬ 
penditure  on  Current  Account,  and  No.  3  being  the  Revenue  and  Expen¬ 
diture  on  Endowment  Account.  The  Revenue  on  Capital  Account  con¬ 
sists  of  transfers  made  from  the  current  account  and  the  endowment 
account. 

The  Balance  Sheet  has  been  divided  into  similar  sections,  namely. 
No.  1  Capital  Account,  No.  2  Current  Account  and  No.  3  Endowment 
Account. 

In  the  Current  Account,  the  revenue  exceeded  the  expenditure  by 
$11,068.26,  and  in  the  Endowment  Account  the  revenue  exceeded  the 
expenditure  by  $1,622.02. 

Since  the  1st  of  April,  1934,  the  House  has  billed  the  City  for  reim¬ 
bursement  for  all  purchases  made  for  Unemployment  Relief  and  for 
Casual  Ward,  and  since  June,  1934,  it  has  billed  the  City  for  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  inmates  maintenance  and  administration. 

As  the  House  is  billing  the  City  for  all  current  expenditures,  it  will 
be  necessary  for  the  House  to  account  to  the  City  for  all  revenues  from 
sources  other  than  the  City  and  the  Endowment  Fund.  Of  the  accumu¬ 
lated  surplus  in  Current  Account  of  $19,574.63  at  31st  March,  1935,  the 
sum  of  $17,359.10  was  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  leaving  a  balance  which 
consisted  of  stores  and  prepaid  charges.  The  corresponding  amount 
payable  for  the  year  to  31st  March,  1936,  is  $10,938.56. 

In  1934  the  whole  of  the  City’s  grant  of  $107,000.00,  as  set  out  in 
the  City’s  Estimates  for  1934,  was  taken  in  as  revenue.  As,  however, 
the  setting  up  of  an  estimate  by  the  City  does  not  create  a  debt  due  to 
the  House,  I  have  not,  last  year  and  this,  taken  into  account  the  grant  of 
$20,000.00  set  up  in  the  City’s  Estimates  for  1935,  nor  the  amount  of 
$28,500.00  set  up  for  1936. 

The  House  has  been  reimbursed  by  the  City  for  expenditures  made 
as  set  out  in  invoices.  The  distribution  of  this  expenditure  over  the  ex-

pense  headings  of  the  House  has  been  made  through  the  medium  of  dis¬ 
tributions  from  Stores.

I  have  had  to  rely  mainly  on  the  records  of  the  House  for  correct¬ 
ness  of  the  amount  of  the  contributions  from  inmates,  contributions 
from  the  Provincial  Government  and  recoveries  received  from  recipients 
of  relief. 

As  in  past  years,  Land  and  Buildings  have  been  taken  into  account 
at  the  assessed  value  of  1925.  The  additions  since  that  time  have  been 
taken  in  at  cost. 

On  the  instructions  set  out  in  Board  of  Control  Report  No.  23  of 
1934,  the  House  has  received  from  the  City  Treasurer  an  advance  of 
$25,000.00  to  be  used  as  an  Imprest  or  Working  Fund  for  purchases. 
This  Fund  appears  as  a  liability  on  the  Balance  Sheet  and  accounts  not 
paid  by  the  City  as  at  31st  March,  1936,  appear  among  the  accounts 
receivable. 

As  in  past  years,  depreciation  has  not  been  taken  into  account. 
The  assets  will  therefore  remain  at  the  original  amount  until  they  are 
discarded.  During  the  year  a  Ford  truck,  which  stood  in  the  books  at 
$565.00,  was  sold  for  $40.00,  the  difference  of  $525.00  was  charged  to 
capital  surplus.

No  inventory  has  been  taken  of  the  furniture  and  movable  equip¬ 
ment. 

The  investments  of  the  Endowment  Fund  were  verified  by  inspec¬ 
tion.  Among  the  investments  there  is  an  item  of  a  nominal  value  of 
$1.00  representing  a  $2,000.00  interest  in  the  Mary  Pollard  Trust,  the 
income  of  which  is  payable  to  the  House  in  perpetuity,  provided  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  House  remain  the  same. 

I  have  not  made  any  examination  of  the  issue  and  redemption  of 
milk,  bread  and  butter  orders.  The  outstanding  and  unredeemed  orders 
as  at  31st  March,  1936,  as  arrived  at  by  the  staff  of  the  House,  were 
included  among  the  liabilities. 

There  was  a  change  in  the  Endowment  Fund  Investments  during 
the  year,  being  two  purchases  of  Dominion  of  Canada  3%  Bonds  due  1st 
June,  1955,  of  a  par  value  of  $3,500.00.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 

1935-1936 

At  the  present  time  there  are  106  men  and  54  women  in  residence, 
the  majority  of  whom  are  aged  and  infirm,  the  oldest  being  95  years, 
amongst  whom  are  a  number  of  Old  Age  Pensioners  who  express  a  great 
deal  of  pleasure  and  gratitude  for  being  independent  and  self-supporting. 

The  women  very  capably  assist  in  the  mending  and  sewing.  The 
Inmates  during  the  year  made  lamp  shades,  curtains,  towels,  tables, 
fern  stands,  sheets,  pillow  cases  and  mattresses. 

Christmas  was  a  pleasant  time  of  relaxation  and  good  cheer.  The 
members  of  the  Board  and  friends  held  a  delightful  Christmas  Tree 
Entertainment  in  the  Assembly  Hall.  Several  very  interesting  reels  of 
moving  pictures  were  shown,  followed  by  community  singing,  solos,  and 
a  ventriloquist  with  his  sailor  doll  entertained  to  the  delight  of  every¬ 
one.  Santa  Claus  distributed  from  a  gaily  decorated  tree  a  well  filled 
stocking  to  each  one.  The  evening  was  brought  to  a  close  with  the 
serving  of  ice  cream  and  cake. 

In  July  the  Board,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Thomas  Maguire, 
held  a  most  enjoyable  and  successful  picnic  at  Exhibition  Park,  every¬ 
one  being  conveyed  by  motor  bus  to  the  grounds.  A  clown  and  his  band 
entertained  to  the  delight  of  everyone.  Races  and  competitions  were 
held  during  the  afternoon  and  prizes  were  distributed.  After  a  bounti¬ 
ful  supper  \^as  served  in  one  of  the  buildings,  150  tired  people  returned 
home  by  motor  bus. 

The  Trustees  and  Managers  earnestly  request  that  all  those  who 
take  an  interest  in  the  Institution  would  inform  themselves  of  its  mo¬ 
tives  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  conducted.  This  could  effectually  be 
done  by  visiting  the  House  at  any  time  between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.

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HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY 

In  continuous  operation  in  the  City  of  Toronto  since 
1837,  for  the  relief  of  the  destitute,  especially 
the  destitute  aged. 


Destitute  old  age!  Can  anything  be  more  pathetic? 

In  good  times  and  in  bad  alike,  every  City  has  its  destitute  old 
people.  Toronto  has  always  had  its  share,  and  since  1837  these  have 
been  the  especial  care  of  The  House  of  Industry. 

For  nearly  one  hundred  years  this  charitable  work  has  been  carried 
on  unostentatiously,  effectively,  and  economically.  Three  main  depart¬ 
ments  are  maintained: 

The  Home,  in  which  are  comfortably  housed  and  cared  for,  old  people 


whose  age  and  infirmities  make  it  impossible  for  them  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  themselves,  and  who  have  no  friends  to  support  them; 
also  other  indigent  persons  in  so  weak  a  state  of  health  as  to 
unfit  them  from  earning  their  own  living.  On  March  31,  156 
men  and  women  were  in  residence. 


The  Casual  Ward,  where  homeless  men — residents  or  wanderers  from 


outside  points — are  sheltered  and  fed  temporarily.  For  the  year 
ended  April,  1936,  6,564  men  were  given  shelter  for  an  average 
of  9  nights  each,  and  an  average  of  26  meals  each. 


Outdoor  Relief,  extended  to  the  aged  and  infirm  who  are  without  relief; 


also  widows  and  young  families  and  others  in  distress  because 
of  unemployment. 


The  House  of  Industry  thus  carries  on  the  City  of  Toronto’s  perman¬ 
ent  relief  work  among  the  aged  and  other  unfortunates  as  distinct  from 
the  welfare  work  of  the  regular  family  agencies.  The  management  is 
invested  in  a  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  committee  of  representative  citi¬ 
zens  who  give  their  service  gratuitously. 

The  land  and  buildings  occupied  by  the  House  of  Industry  are  the 
sole  property  of  the  institution  and  are  free  of  all  encumbrance.  Many 
years  of  use  at  their  full  capacity — and  overcrowding  during  recent  years 
of  depression — have  made  necessary  considerable  renovation  and  re¬ 
newal  of  building  and  equipment  if  the  House  is  to  meet  not  only  present 
needs  but  the  growing  requirements  of  a  large  City  for  the  form  of 
relief  work  conducted.  But  while  grants  by  the  City  of  Toronto  and 
certain  Government  grants  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  the  work,  the 
House  is  entirely  dependent  upon  the  generosity  of  the  public  for  funds 
for  maintenance  and  extension  of  buildings  and  equipment. 

In  order  that  this  important  work  may  be  carried  on  and  enlarged 
to  meet  the  pressing  needs  of  this  class  of  service,  the  Trustees  earnestly 
appeal  for  the  support  of  all  those  citizens  in  a  position  to  assist.  And 
what  cause  is  more  deserving  of  support?  Donations  of  any  amount  at 
this  time  will  be  thankfully  received.  To  those  who,  in  the  arrangement 
of  their  estates,  may  be  considering  provision  for  charitable  gifts  or 
bequests,  the  Trustees  would  be  grateful  if  they  would  remember  the 
charitable  work  which  is  being  carried  on  by  the  House  of  Industry  for 
the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  poor  of  the  City  of  Toronto.  For  the  con¬ 
venience  of  those  who  may  feel  so  disposed,  a  bequest  form  is  attached.
